


SERVICEABLE PULLOVER 


Here you have a warm and quickly knitted pullover 
which is perfectly suitable for the men in all the 
services. 

MATERIALS.—11 ozs. W.B. “KWIKNIT.” 1 pair 
Miiward’s “Knobfast” knitting pins, No. 5. 1 set 

Milward’s “Casein” knitting pins, No. 7. 
MEASUREMENTS.—Chest, 36-38 ins. Length from 
shoulder to lower edge, 21 ins. 

TENSION.—4i sts. to 1 inch. 

NOTE.—Work into the back of all cast on sts. to ensure 
a firm edge. 

IMPORTANT NOTE.—To ensure that the finished 
work be correct in size to the given measurements, it is 
essential that the tension agrees with that quoted above. 
The needles stated were used in knitting the original 
specimen, but if your tension does not agree, other sizes 
should be tried until the correct tension is produced. 
This is the only way to make a satisfactory garment. 
ABBREVIATIONS.—K.—knit. P.—purl. St.—stitch. 
Inc.—increase. Dec.—decrease. Tog.—together. L.o.n.— 
loop on needle. 

BACK.—Using two No. 7 pins, cast on 80 sts. and work in 
K. 1, P. 1 rib for 3 ins., dec. 1 st. at the end of list row. 
Change to No. 5 pins and the following pattern :— 

1st row.—P. 2, * K. 3, P. 3. Rep. from * to last 5 sts., 
K. 3, P. 2. 

2nd row.—Purl. 

Rep. these 2 rows twice, then 2nd row once. 

7th row.—Inc. in 1st st., P. 1, * K. 3, P. 3. Rep. from * 
to last 5 sts., K. 3, P. 1, inc. in last st. 

8th row.—Purl. 

9th row.—P. 3, * K. 3, P. 3. Rep. from * to end. 

Rep. 8th and 9th rows twice, then 8th row once. 

15th row—Inc. in 1st st., P. 2, * K. 3, P. 3. Rep. from * 
to last 6 sts., K. 3, P. 2, inc. in last st. 

16th row.—Purl. 

17th row.—K. 1, P. 3, * K. 3, P. 3. Rep. from * to last 
st., K. 1. 

Rep. 16th and 17th rows twice, then 16th row once. 

23rd row.—Inc. in 1st st., P. 3, * K. 3, P. 3. Rep. from * 
to last st., inc. in last st. 

24th row.—Purl. 

25th row.—K. 2, P. 3, * K. 3, P. 3. Rep. from * to last 
2 sts., K. 2. 

Rep. 24th and 25th rows twice, then 24th row once. 

31st row.—Inc. in 1st st., K. 1, P. 3, * K. 3, P. 3. Rep. 
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32nd row.—Purl. 

33rd row.—* K. 3, P. 3. Rep. from * to last 3 sts., K. 3. 
Rep. 32nd and 33rd rows twice, then 32nd row once. 
39th row.—Inc. in 1st st„ K. 2, P. 3, * K. 3, P. 3. Rep. 
from * to last 3 sts., K. 2, iijc. in last st. (89 sts.) 

40th row.—Purl. 

41st row.—P. 1, * K. 3, P. 3. Rep. from * to last 4 sts., 
K. 3, P. 1. 

Rep. last 2 rows until work measures 13 ins. from 
commencement. 


from * to last 4 sts., K. 3, P. 1 
2nd row.—Cast off 3 sts., P. to end. 

3rd row.—Cast off 3 sts. (l.o.n.), * K. 3, P. 3. Rep. from 

* to last st., K. 1. 

4th row.—Cast off 3 sts., P. to end. 

5th row—K. 2 tog., K. 2, P. 3, * K. 3, P. 3. Rep. from 

* to last 4 sts., K. 2, K. 2 tog. 

6th row.—P. 2 tog., P. to last 2 sts., P. 2 tog. 

7th row.—K. 2 tog., P. 3, * K. 3, P. 3. Rep. from * to 
last 2 sts., K. 2 tog. 

8th row.—P. 2 tog., P. to last 2 sts., P. 2 tog. (69 sts.) 
9th row.—P. 3, * K. 3, P. 3. Rep. from * to end. 

10th row—Purl. 

Rep. last 2 rows until armholes measure 7 ins. 

SHAPE SHOULDERS. 

1st row—Cast off 5 sts. (l.o.n.), P. 3, * K. 3, P. 3. Rep. 
from * to end. 

2nd row.—Cast off 5 sts., P. to end. 

3rd row—Cast off 5 sts. (l.o.n.), K. 1, P. 3, * K. 3, P. 3. 
Rep. from * to last st., K. 1. 

4th row—Cast off 5 sts., P. to end. 

5th row—Cast off 5 sts. (l.o.n.), K. 2, P. 3, * K. 3, P. 3. 
Rep. from * to last 2 sts., K. 2. 

6th row.—Cast off 5 sts., P. to end. 

7th row.—Cast off 5 sts. (l.o.n.), * K. 3, P. 3. Rep. 
from * to last 3 sts., K. 3. 

8th row.—Cast off 5 sts., P. to end. 

Cast off remaining sts. 

FRONT.—Work as for back until armhole shaping has 
been completed. 

Next row—P. 3 (K. 3, P. 3) 5 times, K. 2 tog. Leaving 
these sts. on a holder, continue on remaining sts. as 
follows :— 

Next row—K. 1, P. 3 (K. 3, P. 3) 5 times. 

Next row—Purl. 

Next row—K. 2 tog., P. 2 (K. 3, P. 3) 5 times.

Next row—P. 2 (K. 3, P. 3) 3 times. 

Rep. last 2 rows until armhole measures the same as back. 
SHAPE SHOULDER. 

1st row.—Cast off 5 sts., P. to end. 

2nd row—P. 2 (K. 3, P. 3) twice, K. 1. 

3rd row.—Cast off 5 sts., P. to end. 

4th row—P. 2, K. 3, P. 3, K. 2. 

5th row.—Cast off 5 sts., P. to end. 

6th row—P. 2, K. 3. 

Cast off remaining 5 sts. 

Join wool to neck edge of remaining sts. and work this 
side to correspond, reversing the shapings. 

ARMHOLE BANDS.—Sew shoulder seams together. 
With right side of work facing, using No. 7 pins, pick up and 
knit 78 sts. round the armhole, work 6 rows in K. 1, P. 1 
rib. Cast off loosely in rib. 

Work the other armhole in the same way. 

NECK BAND—Using a set of No. 7 pins and com¬ 
mencing at the centre front of neck, pick up and knit 128 sts. 
round neck, work 6 rows in K. 1, P. 1 rib, dec. 1 st. at the 
beginning of the 1st pin and the end of 3rd on every row. 
Cast off loosely in rib. 

TO MAKE UP—Press work lightly, using a warm iron 
over a damp cloth, omitting the ribbing. Sew up side 
seams. 0 0 i i \
